Reflecting on an American 
Tragedy: The Branch 
Davidians 20 Years Later 

April 19, 2013, will be the 20th 
anniversary of the fire that took the lives 
of some 80 members of a small religious 
group formed in the 1920s. The 
Davidian Seventh-day Adventists had 
been founded by Victor Houteff and had 
been part of the larger Waco community 
since 1935. A disruption among the 
Davidians at the end of the 1950s would 
lead to the movement splintering and 
the development of several new 
branches, one of which remained in 
Waco taking the name Branch Davidian. 
In March of 1993, its headquarters, built 
on land that they called Mt. Carmel, in 
rural McLennan County, near Waco, 
was raided by the U.S. Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms and in 
an exchange of gunfire, four federal 
agents and six members of the Mt. 
Carmel community were killed. A 
lengthy standoff between the group and 
government (FBI) agents ensued that 
ended on April 19, when the buildings at 
Mt. Carmel were burned to the ground 
following an attempt by the FBI to end 
the standoff. The event would lead to 
congressional investigations and a 
reorganization of the FBI, and remains a 
matter of intense controversy within 
American historical and religious 
studies. 

“Reflecting on an American 
Tragedy” will bring a group of 
knowledgeable scholars together to 
discuss the continuing issues raised by 
the Branch Davidian event and provide 
some insight into its long-term meaning 
for American religious life and culture.

Although we did not hold a 
public memorial for the actual raid on 
February 28 th , there was a gathering of 
some 120 or so BATF agents who 
showed up at a park on the Brazos 
River in Waco to pay their respects to 
their fallen officers. Since I was not 
invited, and did not learn about it until it 
was over, I cannot report as to whether 
they chose to remember our dead as 
well. Judging from newspaper articles 
recently it would seem that the City of 
Waco is still trying to distance 
themselves from any involvement or 
responsibility for what happened 20 
years ago, much like Dallas tried to do 
in relation to the JFK assassination. 


We wish that all the survivors 
still living could be in attendance this 
year, but I know some, especially in 
other countries are restricted by 
Government edicts placed upon them. 
Also there are some who can’t make it 
for health reasons or maybe other 
circumstances. In spite of that I do 
believe that this should be the biggest 
gathering in many a year. Please let us 
know if you can possibly make it and 
share this letter with your friends. Until 
next month may God bless you all!

28% of U.S. Believes 
Conspiracy Seeks World 
Government

According to a recent Public 
Policy Polling survey, more than one in 
four Americans (28 percent) believe a 
“secretive power elite with a globalist 
agenda is conspiring to eventually rule 
the world through an authoritarian world 
government, or New World Order.” 

For decades, The New 

American and its predecessor 
magazines have exposed the various 
multinational organizations whose 
agenda is the eradication of liberty and 
the establishment of a global 

government. 

French philosopher Charles 
Pinot Duclos wrote of the role of 
conspiracies: “We see on the theater of 
the world a certain number of scenes 
which succeed each other in endless 
repetition: where we see the same faults 
followed regularly by the same 

misfortunes, we may reasonably think 
that if we could have known the first we 
might have avoided the others. The past 
should enlighten us on the future.” 

Duclos rightly asserts that 

one’s familiarity of history should train 
one to recognize patterns, one of the 
most persistent patterns — apparently 
visible to 28 percent of respondents in 
the PPP survey — is that the great 
republics and empires of history have 
nearly all been brought to ruin by the 
hidden machinations of conspiring men, 
powerful men clothed in the 
unassailable robes of populists. 

Here’s a quick summary of 
several of the more interesting results of 
the poll: 

* 20 percent of voters believe there is a 
link between childhood vaccines and 
autism; 51 percent do not. (A recent 
New York Times story reported that “the 
likelihood of a school-aged American 


child receiving a diagnosis of autism, 
Asperger syndrome or a related 
developmental disorder increased 72 
percent in 2011-12 from 2007,” 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control.) 

* Nine percent of voters think the 
government adds fluoride to our water 
supply "for sinister reasons." Last 
summer The New American’s Alex 
Newman reported: “A review of some 
two dozen studies by Harvard University 
researchers published this month in a 
peer-reviewed federal journal suggests 
that fluoride added into water supplies 
“significantly” decreases the IQ of 
children, leading to renewed calls by 
activists to end the controversial 
practice of fluoridation. Most public 
water supplies in the U.S. still have the 
chemical added in by authorities under 
the guise of preventing tooth decay.” 

* Almost 66 million believe that a UFO 
crash-landed in Roswell, New Mexico. 

The percentage of acceptance 
of many of the conspiracies varied 
according to the respondent’s political 
affiliation. 

For example, “voters are split 
44%-45% on whether Bush intentionally 
misled about weapons of mass 
destruction in Iraq. 72% of Democrats 
think Bush lied about WMDs, 
Independents agree 48-45, just 13% of 
Republicans think so,” the poll summary 
reports.

Fusion center director: we just 
spy on anti-government 
Americans 

Law enforcement intelligence¬ 
processing fusion centers have long 
come under attack for spying on 
Americans. 

And Arkansas State Fusion 
Center Director Richard Davis confirmed 
Americans’ fears: the center does in fact 
spy on Americans - but only on those 
who are suspected to be ‘anti¬ 
government’. 

“The misconceptions are that 
we are conducting spying operations on 
US citizens, which is of course not a 
fact. That is absolutely not what we do, ” 
he told the NWA Homepage, which 
supports KNWA-TV and Fox 24. 

After claiming that his office 
‘absolutely’ does not spy on Americans, 
he proceeded to explain that this does 
not apply to those who could be 
interpreted as a ‘threat’ to national 
security. Davis said his office places its 
focus on international plots, “domestic 
terrorism and certain groups that are 


anti-government. We want to kind of 
take a look at that and receive that 
information. ” 

But the First Amendment 
allows for the freedom of speech and 
opinion, making it lawfully acceptable for 
Americans to express their grievances 
against the US government. The 
number of anti-government groups even 
hit a record high in 2012, according to 
the Southern Poverty Law Center. Many 
of these groups are ‘hate groups’ that 
express disdain for minorities. But 
unless they become violent, these 
groups are legally allowed to exist. 

And with a record-high number 
of anti-government groups, fusion 
centers may be spying on more 
Americans than ever before - or at 
least, have the self-proclaimed right to 
do so. 

“I do what I do because of what 
happened on 9/11,” Davis said. “There’s 
this urge and this feeling inside that you 
want to do something, and this is a 
perfect opportunity for me. ” 

But Davis’ argument is flawed: 
in order to determine whether or not 
someone is considered a threat to 
national security, fusion centers would 
first have to spy on Americans to weed 
out the suspected individuals, and then 
proceed to spy on the ‘anti-government’ 
individuals further. 

Across the US, fusion centers 
have reported on individuals who 
conducted ‘crimes’ like putting political 
stickers in public bathrooms or 
participating in movements against the 
death penalty. In October, the bipartisan 
Senate Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations finished a two-year 
investigation on fusion centers, only to 
find that the centers had directly violated 
constitutionally protected civil liberties. 

“In reality, the Subcommittee 
investigation found that the fusion 
centers often produced irrelevant, 
useless or inappropriate intelligence 
reporting to DHS, and many produced 
no intelligence reporting whatsoever,” 
the report stated. 

And the privacy violations 
could soon become worse: RT 
previously reported that the FBI’s 
proposed facial recognition project could 
provide fusion centers with more 
personal data to work with. With at least 
72 fusion centers across the US and 
technology that could further infringe 
upon privacy rights, government 
agencies will be able to more efficiently 
collect data on Americans solely for 
exercising their freedom of speech.

ATF Wants ‘Massive’ Online 
Database

The ATF doesn't just want a 
huge database to reveal everything 
about you with a few keywords. It wants 
one that can find out who you know. 
And it won't even try to friend you on 
Facebook first. 

According to a recent 
solicitation from the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives, the 
bureau is looking to buy a "massive 
online data repository system" for its 
Office of Strategic Intelligence and 
Information (OSII). The system is 
intended to be able to process 
automated searches of individuals, and 
"find connection points between two or 
more individuals" by linking together 
"structured and unstructured data." 

Primarily, the ATF states it 
wants the database to "obtain exact 
matches from partial source data 
searches" such as social security 
numbers (or even just a fragment of 
one), vehicle serial codes, age range, 
"phonetic name spelling," or a general 
area where your address is located. 
Input that data, and out comes your 
identity, while the computer 
automatically establishes connections 
you have with others. 

There's no hint the database is 
to be used to track gun sales, which is a 
big part of the ATF's job, as the bureau 
is prohibited by law from establishing a 
centralized electronic database for gun 
purchases. 

It's necessary to note, 
however, that the ATF already does 
most of these things. 

The bureau wants this new 
system to do all that gathering and 
research automatically. Which sounds 
like a good deal, in theory, allowing 
federal investigators to more easily bust 
criminals during a hot case. It could 
potentially give the investigators a lot 
more information than your sense of 
privacy may be comfortable with, or 
information not strictly relevant to a 
case. At the same time, the ATF is 
widely perceived as a weak, stagnant 
and underfunded agency. Even if it has 
a database that can track you down and 
find out who your friends are, it won't 
necessarily be able to apply that to 
tracing gun transactions due to 
Congressional restrictions. If the agency 
finds a gun linked to a crime, and then 
traces the gun to someone who bought 
it from someone else, all of that work 
figuring out the who's-who will still likely 
have to be done manually. 

A follow-up document from the 
ATF clarifies a few things. The database 


will not "consolidate multiple databases" 
the ATF already has access to - like 
LexisNexis and Thomson Reuters. The 
bureau is seeking to buy an existing 
database system. And it has to be 
reliable and work all the time. It's also 
not an anti-terrorism tool and isn't 
intended to "quickly respond to 
problems, threats, etc." But putting the 
ATF's problems with tracing guns aside, 
it could still help agents track you down 
a lot faster than they could before - 
along with finding out everything else 
about you.

Trapped in a Mass Shooting? 
Act, Live

High-profile shootings have 
prompted police departments to 
recommend fleeing, hiding or fighting in 
the event of a mass attack, instead of 
remaining passive and waiting for help. 

The shift represents a "sea 
change," said Chuck Wexler, of the 
Police Executive Research Forum, 
which recently held a meeting to discuss 
shootings like those in Newtown, Conn., 
and Aurora, Colo 

The traditional advice to the 
public has been "don't get involved, call 
911," Mr. Wexler said. 

After the shooting at 
Columbine High School in 1999, some 
departments began telling officers who 
arrived first on a scene to act 
immediately rather than waiting for 
backup. 

"We used to wait for the SWAT 
team to get there," said Michael Dirden, 
of the Houston Police Department. "Now 
it's a recognition that time is of the 
essence and those initial responders 
have to go in," he said. 

In an analysis of 84 mass 
shootings in the U.S. from 2000 to 2010 
researchers at Texas State University 
found that the average time it took for 
the police to respond was three minutes. 

"About half the attacks are over 
before the police get there, even when 
they arrive quickly," said J. Pete Blair, of 
the TSU's Advanced Law Enforcement 
Rapid Response Training Center. 

How victims responded often 
made the difference between life and 
death, Dr. Blair said. 

In 16 of the attacks, civilians 
were able to stop the perpetrator, 
subduing him in 13 cases and shooting 
him in 3 cases. In other attacks, civilians 
obstructed or delayed the gunman until 
the police arrived. 

Dr. Blair and his colleagues 
looked at survival rates in classrooms 
under attack during the Virginia Tech 


massacre, in which 32 students and 
teachers were killed before the shooter 
killed himself. 

In two classrooms, the 
students and instructors tried to hide or 
play dead. Nearly all were shot, and 
most died. In a third classroom, Prof. 
Liviu Librescu, a Holocaust survivor, told 
his students to jump out the second- 
story window while he tried to hold the 
classroom door shut, delaying the 
gunman from coming in. Professor 
Librescu was killed, but the students 
survived, and only three were injured by 
gunfire. In another classroom, where the 
students and teacher blocked and held 
the door with a desk, everyone lived. 

"The take-home message is 
that you're not helpless and the actions 
you take matter," Dr. Blair said. "You 
can help yourself and certainly buy time 
for the police to get there." 

Two instructional videos, one 
produced by Houston's Office of Public 
Safety and Homeland Security and the 
other by the University of Wisconsin's 
police department, recommend that 
civilians fight an attacker if options like 
escaping or hiding are not available. 

Houston's video, called "Run. 
Hide. Fight.," has received over two 
million hits on YouTube. 

Wisconsin's video tells 
students to escape or conceal 
themselves if possible, but if those 
options are not available, to fight. In the 
video, students are shown throwing a 
garbage can at an attacker and charging 
at him as a group.

War Criminals: Theirs and

In December 3, 1996, the US 
Justice Department issued a list of 16 
Japanese citizens who would be barred 
from entering the U.S. because of ‘‘war 
crimes” committed during the Second 
World War. Among those denied entry 
were some who were alleged to have 
been members of the infamous “Unit 
731”, which, said the Justice 
Department, “conducted inhumane and 
frequently lethal pseudo-medical 
experiments - on thousands of ... 
prisoners and civilians,” including mass 
dissections of living humans. Oddly 
enough, after the war the man in charge 
of the Unit 731 program - whose test 
subjects included captured American 
soldiers - General Shiro Ishii, along with 
a number of his colleagues, had been 
granted immunity and freedom in 
exchange for providing the U.S. with 
details about their experiments, and 
were promised that their crimes would 
not be revealed to the world. The 
justification for this policy, advanced by 
American scientists and military officials, 
was, of course, the proverbial, 
ubiquitous “national security”. 

Apart from the hypocrisy of the 
Justice Department including Unit 731 
members on such a list while protecting 
its leaders, we are faced with the fact 
that any number of countries would be 
justified in issuing a list of Americans 
barred from entry because of “war 
crimes” and “crimes against humanity”. 


Such a list, of those still alive in 2005, 
might include: 

William Clinton, president, for his 
merciless bombing of the people of 
Yugoslavia for 78 days and nights in 
1999, taking the lives of many hundreds 
of civilians, and producing one of the 
greatest ecological catastrophes in 
history; for his relentless continuation of 
the sanctions and rocket attacks upon 
the people of Iraq; and for his illegal and 
lethal bombings of Somalia, Bosnia, 
Sudan, and Afghanistan.

All U.S. nuclear reactors 
should be replaced 

All 104 nuclear 
reactors currently operational in the US 
have irreparable safety issues and 
should be taken out of commission and 
replaced, former chairman of the US 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission, 
Gregory B. Jaczko said. When asked by 
The New York Times why he had 
suddenly decided to make the remarks, 
Jaczko implied that he had only recently 
arrived at these conclusions following 
the serious aftermath of Japan’s 
tsunami-stricken Fukushima Daichii 
nuclear facility. 

According to the former 
chairman, US reactors that received 
permission from the nuclear commission 
to operate for an additional 20 years 
past their initial 40-year licenses would 
not likely last long. He further rejected 
the commission’s proposal for a second 
20-year extension, which would leave 
some American nuclear reactors 
operating for some 80 years. 

All of the country's current 
civilian reactors began construction in 
1974 or earlier, and a serious incident at 
Three Mile Island in 1979, along with an 
economic recession, essentially caused 
new projects to be scrapped. 

Four more reactors at existing 
facilities are slated to be completed by 
2020. The US is the world’s biggest 
producer of nuclear power, which 
represents 19% of its total electrical 
output. 

Jaczko’s comments came 
during a panel discussion of the 
Fukushima incident, which has brought 
greater attention to aging US reactors - 
some of which were quite similar to the 
General Electric-designed models 
overwhelmed by the earthquake and 
subsequent tsunami in 2011. 

Marvin S. Fertel, president and 
chief executive of the Nuclear Energy 
Institute, told the Times that the 
country’s nuclear power grid has, is, and 
will operate safely. 

Jaczko served as chairman of 
the NRC since 2009, and according to 




the Times resigned in 2012 following 
conflicts with colleagues.

PoliceOne's Gun Control 
Survey: 11 Key Questions 
from Officers' Perspectives

In March, PoliceOne conducted 
the most comprehensive survey ever of 
American law enforcement officers’ 
opinions on the topic gripping the 
nation's attention in recent weeks: gun 
control. More than 15,000 verified law 
enforcement professionals took part in 
the survey, which aimed to bring 
together the thoughts and opinions of 
the only professional group devoted to 
limiting and defeating gun violence as 
part of their sworn responsibility. 

Totaling just shy of 30 
questions, the survey allowed officers 
across the United States to share their 
perspectives on issues spanning from 
gun control and gun violence to gun 
rights. 

Top Line Takeaways 

Breaking down the results, it's 
important to note that 70 percent of 
respondents are field-level law enforcers 
— those who are face-to-face in the 
fight against violent crime on a daily 
basis — not office-bound, non-sworn 
administrators or perpetually- 
campaigning elected officials. 

Bottom Line Conclusions 

Quite clearly, the majority of 
officers polled oppose the theories 
brought forth by gun-control advocates 
who claim that proposed restrictions on 
weapon capabilities and production 
would reduce crime. 

In fact, many officers 
responding to this survey seem to feel 
that those controls will negatively affect 
their ability to fight violent criminals. 

Contrary to what the 
mainstream media and certain 
politicians would have us believe, police 
overwhelmingly favor an armed 
citizenry, would like to see more guns in 
the hands of responsible people, and 
are skeptical of any greater restrictions 
placed on gun purchase, ownership, or 
accessibility. 

The officers patrolling 
America’s streets have a deeply-vested 
interest — and perhaps the most 
relevant interest — in making sure that 
decisions related to controlling, 
monitoring, restricting, as well as 
supporting and/or prohibiting an armed 
populace are wise and effective. With 
this survey, their voice has been heard.

ACLU Obtains IRS Privacy 
Memos: Bad

You probably don't need 
another reason to dislike the IRS. But 
here's one anyway: The agency has 
claimed Internet users "do not have a 
reasonable expectation of privacy" when 
it comes to their emails being snooped 
on. 

Recent documents, obtained 
by the ACLU under the Freedom of 
Information Act and published today, 
reveal that in 2009, the IRS' Criminal 
Tax Division claimed that in general "the 
Fourth Amendment does not protect 
communications held in electronic 
storage, such as email messages stored 
on a server." This claim may have been 
rooted in a loophole contained in the 
Electronic Communications Privacy Act, 
which enables agencies to obtain email 
older than 180 days without a search 
warrant. 

In 2010, an appeals court held 
in U.S. v. Warshak that email was 
protected by the Fourth Amendment, 
and that government agents should 
obtain a probable cause warrant from a 
court before compelling email providers 
to hand over users' messages- 
regardless of whether they had been 
stored on a server for more than 180 
days. This is the highest legal standard, 
requiring authorities to show there is 
"reasonable basis" for believing the 
search will yield evidence of a crime 

But despite that ruling IRS 
emails obtained by the ACLU 
demonstrate that the IRS avoided 
having to always obtain a warrant. The 
ECPA loophole enables authorities to 
get emails older than 180 days with an 
administrative subpoena-which requires 
merely showing that the information 
sought is "relevant" to an ongoing 
investigation. 


Last month, lawmakers 
proposed legislation to update ECPA by 
scrapping the 180-days clause. 

Not all providers will play along 
if the IRS attempts to obtain emails 
without a warrant. Earlier this year 
Google said that it is effectively ignoring 
the 180-days ECPA loophole by always 
requiring a search warrant. It is unclear 
whether other providers-such as 
Microsoft and Yahoo-have similar 
policies.

Gun confiscation: any excuse 
will do 

March 1st was just another day 
when I put my 10 year old, fourth grade 
son on the bus and sent him off to 
school. Or so I thought. On the contrary, 
today was the day that my life as a gun 
owner was about to change, 
dramatically and rapidly. 

Sometime during the day, my 
son allegedly spoke with a few of his 
classmates. The boys (excluding my 
son) were involved in a school yard 
pushing incident the day before. Two or 
three of these boys (including my son) 
were talking about going to the house of 
the boys that did the pushing. These 
boys were to take with them a water, 
paint and bb gun. Word of this got to the 
principal. She immediately interrogated 
the children. She advised me that my 
son was to be suspended for two days 
because of his words. She decided that 
this talk amongst students warranted 
filing a police report. If this wasn't bad 
enough, the police were sent to my 
residence and I was advised that my 
guns may be taken from me. The 
following Monday I received a call from 
Pistol Licensing that they would be at 
my residence to take my guns and 
suspend my license. I attempted to 
explain that this must be a mistake, no 
wrong doing occurred on my part. My 
son has no access to any of my guns. 
The officer that came to my residence 
saw that all my guns were secured. 
Pistol Licensing was not interested in 
my side of the story. 

According to the police, I can 
expect to have my license restored 
when my son is an adult and moves out 
of my residence. If I don't want to wait 
that long I can file an Article 78 and 
request that my license be reinstated. 
The cost, so far, about $6,500 
monetarily. Emotionally, the cost is far, 
far higher. That can't be calculated. All 
my handguns are gone, my license is 
suspended and my long arms are out of 
the house waiting to be sold at a local 
store.

White Men with Guns 

Imagine if African American 
men and boys were committing mass 
shootings month after month, year after 
year. Articles and interviews would flood 
the media, and we'd have political 
debates demanding that African 
Americans be "held accountable." 

But when the criminals and 
leaders are white men, race and gender 
become the elephant in the room. 

Nearly all of the mass 
shootings in this country in recent years 
- not just Newtown, Aurora, Fort Hood, 
Tucson and Columbine - have been 
committed by white men and boys. Yet 
when the National Rifle Association 
(NRA), led by white men, held a news 
conference after the Newtown massacre 
to advise Americans on how to reduce 
gun violence, its leaders' opinions were 
widely discussed. 

When white men try to divert 
attention from gun control by talking 
about mental health issues, many 
people buy into the idea that the United 
States has a national mental health 
problem, or flawed systems with which 
to address those problems, and they 
think that is what produces mass 
shootings. 

But women and girls with 
mental health issues are not picking up 
semiautomatic weapons and shooting 
schoolchildren. Immigrants with mental 
health issues are not committing mass 
shootings in malls and movie theaters. 
Latinos with mental health issues are 
not continually killing groups of 
strangers. 

If life were equitable, white 
male gun-rights advocates would face 
some serious questions to assess their 
degree of credibility and objectivity. We 
would expect them to explain: 

What facets of white male culture create 
so many mass shootings? 
Why are so many white men and boys 
producing and entertaining themselves 
with violent video games and other 
media? 

Why do white men buy, sell and 
manufacture guns for profit; attend gun 
shows; and demonstrate for unrestricted 


gun access disproportionately more 
than people of other ethnicities or 
races? 

Why are white male congressmen 
leading the fight against gun control? 

If Americans ask the right 
questions on gun issues, we will get the 
right answers. These answers will 
encourage white men to examine their 
role in their own culture and to help 
other white men and boys become 
healthier and less violent.

NRA’s New Commentators 
Pander to Women, Minorities, 
Veterans 

WASHINGTON - The National 
Rifle Association this week debuted a 
new lineup of commentators -- young 
adults tailor-made to appeal to groups 
the NRA is targeting with special 
outreach programs: minorities, women, 
and military veterans. Colion Noir, 
Natalie Foster and Dorn Raso each will 
produce video segments for NRA News 
Network. 

Foster founded Girls Guide To 
Guns, a blog that combines posts about 
the joys of shooting semi-automatic 
weapons with advice, such as how to 
look "extra cute at the [shooting] range." 
Pandering to women is nothing new for 
the NRA, which has long maintained 
programs aimed at increasing gun 
ownership among women, which the 
gun industry views as a huge market. 

The veterans' outreach is 
covered by Raso, who the NRA said is a 
former Navy SEAL. In 2011, the NRA 
launched a veterans recruitment 
program called "Life of Duty", which 
offers free annual memberships to 
active duty military, police, and first 
responders. Minorities are the NRA's 
newest target group, and so far the 
effort begins and ends with Noir, an 
"urban gun enthusiast." Noir wears hip- 
hop clothes and tailors his topics to 
African Americans. He said in a recent 
segment that gun control is racist 
because it prevents inner-city minorities 
from getting the kinds of guns they need 
for self-protection. 

Before working for the NRA, 


Noir had a popular YouTube page, 
where he railed against gun control. His 
first NRA production featured Noir 
complaining about ignorant people who 
trust "the government" to protect them. 
"The same government that hosed us 
down with water, attacked us with dogs, 
and wouldn't allow us to eat at their 
restaurants," Noir tells viewers. 

In her introductory video, 
Foster sits before a crackling fire and 
tells the camera, "I just love shooting the 
AR-15," because "I feel like a badass." 
She also equates gun rights with 
women's rights, and abortion in 
particular. "If you're going to be able to 
choose what you do with your body, 
then why are we not allowed to choose 
how we defend our bodies?" she asks. 

In his opening video, Raso 
says that after “being overseas and 
being in combat and seeing the 
government take away weapons and 
how it negatively affects the population, 
then coming back home and watching 
the same thing unfold — I’m in shock by 
it.” None of the gun curbs proposed 
since the Newtown, Conn., elementary 
school massacre involve taking people's 
guns. 

Raso doesn't say where he 
was deployed, but it's difficult to 
rationalize how a U.S. soldier could 
want more guns in civilian hands after 
the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq. In both 
countries, heavily armed civilians quickly 
morphed into nebulous militia groups 
that shot and killed thousands of U.S. 
troops.
